LadyLike:  Well , everyone  knows  you're  the 
editor  of  this  magazine,  so  tell  us  a little  about 
how  you  got  involved  with  it. 

JoAnn  Roberts:  My  wife  and  I were  in 
New  Orleans  for  Mardi  Gras  and  I met  this 
really  neat  guy  through  some  mutual  friends. 
We  were  all  going  out  for  dinner  and  David 
and  I got  to  talking.  It  turned  out  that  he  was 
already  publishing  a couple  of  fetish  oriented 
magazines  but  he  had  this  idea  about  doing  a 
really  classy  TV  magazine.  He’d  gotten  a lot  of 
feedback  from  readers  of  his  other  mags  and 
they  wanted  something  different,  fresh.  He 
had  the  idea  and  the  means  but  he  wasn’t  sure 
how  to  connect  with  our  community.  That’s 
where  I came  into  the  picture. 

We  saw  each  other  a couple  of  times  over 
Mardi  Gras  and  I guess  we  just  hit  it  off  right. 
I felt  he  was  sincere  in  his  goals  for  the  maga- 


zine and  I guess  he  trusted  my  judgement  on 
what  would  sell.  We  agreed  on  just  about 
every  point  in  the  overall  design  of  the  publi- 
cation. I figured  what  did  I have  to  lose? 

LL:  Did  you  know  anything  about  publish- 
ing or  editing  a magazine ? 

JR:  No,  I had  no  experience  at  all  with 
magazines  but  I had  written,  printed  and 
distributed  my  own  book  on  crossdressing  so  I 
thought  it  wouldn't  be  that  different.  I was 
wrong  about  that  but  I’ve  managed  to  learn  a 
lot  in  two  years. 

I did  bring  some  skills  along  though.  David 
still  does  some  mechanical  paste-up  but  Lady- 
Like  is  done  mostly  on  a computer.  Most  all 
the  text  and  graphics  you  see  in  the  magazine 
is  done  on  a Macintosh  and  a laser  printer. 
Then  it  goes  directly  to  offset  print.

the  show  I promised  myself  I wasn’t  going  to 
be  ashamed  of  myself  anymore.  Furthermore, 
I was  going  to  explore  my  feminine  side  fully. 
I think  I scared  the  Hell  out  of  my  wife  then, 
but  we’re  still  together. 


LL:  Being  married  to  a TV  can’t  be  easy, 
especially  to  one  so  visible  as  yourself.  How  do 
you  and  your  wife  cope  with  your  dressing. 

JR:  It  isn’t  easy.  People  write  to  me  and  say, 
“Oh,  JoAnn,  you’re  so  lucky  to  have  an  under- 
standing wife.”  Yes,  I am  lucky,  but  it  isn’t  all 
peaches  and  cream.  We’ve  had  to  work  very 
hard  at  this  relationship.  We’ve  had  to  make  a 
lot  of  compromises,  some  that  other  couples 
just  wouldn’t  be  willing  to  make.  I have  a lot  of 
rules  to  follow  about  how  I can  leave  the  house 
and  how  I can  come  back  home.  If  my  wife  isn’t 
comfortable  in  a given  situation  then  it’s  going 
to  be  tough  on  me  too. 

We’ve  had  our  bad  times,  but  we’ve  had  a lot 
of  good  times  too.  It  evens  out  eventually. 


LL:  Okay,  now  tell  us  about  you.  Where  and 
when  did  JoAnn  Roberts  come  into  existence ? 

JR:  Like  many  TVs,  I started  crossdressing 
when  I was  pre-teen.  It  was  very  erotic  and 
very  pleasurable.  I would  crossdress,  at  least 
partially,  and  masturbate.  Then  I would  feel 
tremendously  guilty  about  it.  That  went  on  for 
a long  time.  I didn’t  even  know  the  word 
"transvestite”  existed. 

When  I was  about  181  saw  Virginia  Prince 
on  a television  talk  show  and  that  was  a major 
milestone  for  me.  I realized  I wasn’t  alone  and 
there  were  others  like  me  in  the  world.  I still 
did  not  admit  to  anyone  that  I was  a TV,  not 
even  my  fiancee. 

Later,  when  I was  about  32, 1 was  living  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  and  I saw  another 
television  show  called  Front  Line  Video.  This 
was  live  television  and  the  first  show  was 
about  transvestism  and  transsexualism.  The 
people  on  the  show  were  refreshingly  honest 
about  their  dressing  and  their  feelings.  After

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LL:  You  were  the  founder  of  the  Renaissance 
group  in  Philadelphia.  Tell  us  about  that. 

JR:  Renaissance  had  its  roots  in  the  Joyce 
Dewhurst  Pocono  weekends.  That  was  were  I 
started  to  meet  other  TVs  like  Madam  X, 
Denise  Mason,  Kelly  Sheridan  and  Morgan 
Stevens.  They  were  so  warm  and  friendly  and 
I was  so  scared  and  naive.  They  kind  of  took 
me  under  their  collective  wings  and  taught  me 
what  real  friendship  was  about. 

I met  Trudi  Henry  at  a Pocono  weekend. 
She  was  the  first  TV  I ever  met  who  really 
lived  close  by.  Soon  after  I met  Trudi,  I met 
Angela  Gardner  through  an  ad  in  Tapestry. 
She  lived  close  by  too.  So  I started  to  think  that 
there  must  be  more  like  us  in  the  metropolitan 
Philadelphia  area.  Yet,  there  was  no  support 
group  here.  There  was  one  in  New  Jersey  and 
I went  to  one  meeting.  I didn’t  care  for  it  much 
but  I met  the  final  two  building  blocks  for 
Renaissance  there;  Alison  Laing  and  Melanie 
Bryan.  Within  three  months  we  were  plan-

ning  our  first  meeting.  So,  I was  the  catalyst 
that  got  Renaissance  started  but  technically  it 
has  five  founders. 

I couldn’t  be  more  pleased  with  the  growth 
of  the  group  and  I was  right  about  there  being 
a lot  more  people  like  me  around.  The  Phila- 
delphia chapter  alone  has  about  135  mem- 
bers. The  total  membership  is  pushing  300. 

LL:  What  are  some  of  the  other  activities 
you’re  involved  in  related  to  crossdressing? 

JR:  Well,  there’s  the  Renaissance  newslet- 
ter. Fm  the  senior  editor.  Then  there’s  my 
business  Creative  Design  Services  which 
publishes  books  for  the  TV/TS  community, 
and  I’m  also  the  Special  Projects  editor  for  a 
magazine  called  Gender  Expressions. 

CDS  just  published  Speak  ing  As  A Woman , 
a book  on  feminine  speech  and  I’m  working  on 
a third  edition  of  my  book  Art  & Illusion.

LL : Your  name  is  fairly  well  known  in  the 
TV / TS  community  now.  Has  that  brought  any 
problems  with  it? 

JR:  Yes  it  has,  sadly.  I’ve  managed  to  upset 
a few  of  the  other  leaders  in  the  community. 
I’ve  taken  a very  strong  stand  against  dis- 
crimination on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation 
or  gender  role.  That  has  earned  me  the  sobri- 
quet of  “crusader”  and  “meddler.”  But  that’s 
okay,  someone  has  to  be  the  loyal  opposition. 

We  have  a history  of  letting  people  rip  us  off 
because  we  don’t  want  to  be  exposed  as 
crossdressers.  We  have  also  let  other  people  do 
our  talking  and  thinking  for  us  for  the  same 


LL\  Tell  us  a little  about  how  and  why  you 
wrote  your  book.  Has  it  sold  well? 

JR:  Crossdressing  can  get  to  be  expensive, 
especially  if,  like  me,  you  have  a weakness  for 
sequins  and  leather.  So  I was  looking  for  a way 
to  make  some  money  to  pay  for  clothes,  ma- 
keup and  to  go  to  the  different  TV  events 
around  the  country. 

A couple  of  things  just  fell  into  place  at  the 
right  time.  I love  to  write  and  I do  it  for  a living. 
I had  just  gotten  a Macintosh  computer  at 
work  and  someone  gave  me  a copy  of  the  first 
PageMaker®  program.  It  didn’t  take  long  to 
figure  out  that  desktop  publishing  was  going 
to  make  it  easy  for  a lot  of  people  to  get  their 
ideas  into  print  and  I could  be  one  of  them. 

I started  drafting  a makeup  manual  for  TVs 
and  I showed  it  to  a couple  of  friends.  They 
liked  it  and  I kept  working  at  it  and  expanding 
it.  The  only  other  book  like  it  was  Virginia 
Prince’s  but  it  hadn’t  been  updated  in  15 
years.

reason.  Well,  I don’t  like  that.  I can  think  and 
speak  for  myself  and  I believe  all  of  us  should 
do  the  same.

That  implies 
we  have  a choice.  Let’s  be  honest  with  our- 
selves, we  do  it  because  it  feels  good,  both 
emotionally  and  sexually.

LL:  What’s  the  good  part  about  recognition  ? 

JR:  I love  reading  the  mail.  I usually  get  a 
couple  of  letters  a week  asking  for  help  and 
advice  on  makeup  or  how  to  tell  a spouse  about 
crossdressing.  These  make  it  all  worthwhile. 

There  are  still  a lot  of  people  out  there 
hiding  in  their  closets.  If  my  writing  helps 
them  out  of  it,  then  my  existence  as  a TV  has 
some  purpose,  some  value.  I’ve  been  able  to 
take  an  activity  that  used  to  cause  me  much 
guilt  and  turn  into  one  that  gives  me  much  joy. 
It’s  hard  to  ask  for  much  more  than  that.

I 
simply  don’t  care  what  they  think  at  work.  If 
they  were  to  worry  that  the  length  of  my  nails 
makes  me  less  effective  as  an  employee,  I’d 
probably  quit. 

As  it  is,  there  are  a lot  of  people  who  know 
about  JoAnn.

Dear  JoAnn, 

I have  some  bad  acne  scars  on  my  face 
and  it  is  very  pitted.  My  makeup  looks 
pretty  bad  most  of  the  time.  Have  you 
heard  about  collagen  injections? 

Randy  P.,  New  Mexico 

Dear  Randy, 

Collagen  injection  is  the  currently  pre- 
ferred treatment  for  deeply  wrinkled  or 
scarred  skin.  Collagen  is  a natural  product  of 
the  body.  It  is  what  keeps  our  skin  taut.  When 
collagen  breaks  down,  as  a result  of  the  age- 
ing process  or  due  to  damage  like  acne, 


wrinkles  or  scars  can  appear.  If  new  collagen 
is  injected  under  the  skin,  the  wrinkle  or  scar 
can  be  plumped  up. 

Collagen  treatments  are  not  permanent. 
First  of  all,  the  doctors  don’t  use  human 
collagen.  The  most  common  source  is  from 
cows,  or  bovine  collagen.  Since  this  is  a for- 
eign material,  your  body  is  going  to  work  to 
break  it  down.  When  that  happens  it  needs  to 
be  replaced.  You  might  also  have  a reaction  to 
the  bovine  collagen.  Candidates  are  usually 
screened  for  sensitivity  first. 

It  may  take  several  treatments  to  fill  all 
your  scars  and  each  injection  costs  between 
$200  and  $300  dollars.  Needless  to  say,  this  is 
not  covered  under  your  medical  plan.

How  do  I figure  out  what  size  dress, 
skirt  or  blouse  I should  wear?

Dear  Carrie, 

Answering  your  question  is  compounded 
by  two  problems.  One:  clothing  fits  differ- 
ently depending  on  cut,  style  and  manufac- 
turer. Even  two  dresses  in  the  same  style  will 
not  fit  exactly  the  same.  Two:  the  manufac- 
turers keep  changing  the  size  charts.  For 
example,  a person  with  measurements  of  36- 
28-38  would  wear  a size  1 4 today,  but  in  1 948 
it  would  have  been  a size  20! 

That’s  good  news  and  bad  news.  If  you  are 
buying  new  clothing  it  is  more  likely  to  fit  you 
because  the  average  American  woman  is 
getting  larger,  all  around.  That  is  the  good 
part.  It’s  bad  news  if  you  like  to  do  your 
shopping  in  thrift  stores  or  antique  clothing 
shops.  They’ll  be  too  small.

After  a few  hours  my  makeup  looks 
shiny  and  starts  to  run,  especially 
around  my  upper  lip.  Any  tips? 

Tracy,  CA 

Dear  Tracy, 

Sounds  like  you  have  oily  skin.  Oily  skin 
doesn’t  wrinkle  easily,  but  it  also  doesn’t  hold 
makeup  very  well.  That’s  why  it  is  so  impor- 
tant to  use  a moisturizer  before  applying  your 
foundation.  Moisturizer  helps  to  seal  in  the 
skin’s  moisture  and  also  oils.  Before  you 
apply  the  moisturizer,  clean  your  face  with  a 
mild  astringent  like  witch  hazel.  The  apply 
the  moisturizer.  Wipe  off  the  excess  and  let  it 
set  for  a minute  or  two.  Then  apply  founda- 


tion. The  problem  with  your  upper  lip  might 
be  a combination  of  oil  and  perspiration.  Try 
this  trick.  Use  an  anti-perspirant  on  your 
upper  lip  before  applying  the  moisturizer.  It 
works,  especially  in  the  summertime. 

After  you  apply  your  foundation  set  it  with 
loose  powder.  If  there  is  a theatrical  supply 
house  near  you  that  sells  stage  makeup, 
there  is  now  a finishing  powder  from  Ben  Nye 
that  has  an  anti-perspirant  mixed  into  it. 
Remember,  those  newscasters  have  to  work 
under  very  hot  lights  and  they  perspire  too. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I have  a slight  build  with  no  curves  at 
all.  How  can  I create  a slinky  shape?

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Dear  Melanie, 

Some  people  would  say  you  really  don’t 
have  a problem.  You  can  never  be  too  thin  or 
too  rich.  Be  that  as  it  may,  you  need  to 
broaden  your  shoulder  line  and  add  curvy 
hips  for  an  hourglass  figure.  The  hips  can  be 
added  with  a padded  panty  girdle.  Fredericks 
of  Hollywood  makes  several  versions.  The 
shoulder  line  can  be  enhanced  through  the 
judicious  use  of  shoulder  pads.  There  are 
pads  that  attach  to  your  bra  straps  so  they 
can  be  worn  under  any  clothes.  Just  remem- 
ber to  keep  the  pads  in  proportion  to  your 
hips.  You  don't  want  to  look  like  a football 
player.  Also,  be  sure  that  the  bra  inserts  you 
use  are  in  proportion  to  your  overall  figure. 

The  clothing  you  wear  is  important  too. 
The  best  dress  styles  for  your  figure  are  ones 
with  strong  shoulder  lines  and  fullness  below 
the  waist.  Boat  necks,  wide  shawl  collars  and 
lapels  will  also  look  good.  Fabric  is  a key 
element.  Choose  a dense  texture  or  a sturdy 
weave  that  will  pad  your  curves. 

Dear  Jo  Ann, 

I’m  a black  TV.  Is  there  makeup  just 
for  black  women?

Dear  Tisha, 

Yes,  there  are  makeup  lines  just  for  black 
women.  Black  skin  is  more  sensitive  to  break- 
outs and  rashes  than  Caucasian  skin  and 
black  skin  is  more  likely  to  be  blotchy  or 
uneven.  There  are  now  foundations  that  can 
camouflage  or  even  out  patchy  pigmentation. 

Montaj  cosmetics,  developed  by  actress 
Shari  Belafonte,  has  ten  shades  of  foundation 
for  black  skin.  The  foundations  in  Naomi 
Sim’s  cosmetic  line  have  a yellow  base  in- 
stead of  the  red  or  orange  base  used  for 
Caucasian  skin,  and  there  are  matching 
matte  powders. 

More  recognizable  names  have  added  foun- 
dations for  black  skin.  Este  Lauder  has  six 
new  shades  of  Fresh  Air  Makeup  for  blacks 
and  Princess  Borghese  (my  favorite)  has  five 


new  shades  in  their  Hydro-Minerali  line  of 
foundations.  Finally,  be  sure  to  match  the 
foundation  to  your  skin  type.  Use  a water 
based  foundation  on  oily  skin  and  an  oil  based 
foundation  on  dry  skin. 

Dear  Jo  Ann, 

I have  to  wear  glasses.  My  eyes  are  so 
bad  I can’t  wear  contacts.  Any  advice  on 
choosing  frames?

Dear  Cynthia, 

You  should  choose  eyeglass  frames  based 
on  your  face  shape.  If  you  have  an  oval  face 
you’re  lucky  because  you  can  wear  just  about 
any  frame  shape  except  extreme  geometries. 
If  you  have  a round  face,  you  want  the  frames 
to  slim  and  lengthen  it.  Choose  a square 
frame  that  is  slightly  wider  that  your  face.  If 
you  have  an  oblong  or  rectangular  face,  you 
want  to  shorten  it  and  add  width.  Choose  a 
low  triangular  or  round  shape.  Keep  the 
width  within  the  borders  of  your  face.  Fi- 
nally, if  you  have  a square  face,  you  want  to 
soften  the  angles  and  maybe  add  some 
length.  Choose  round  or  heart  shaped  frames 
that  are  slightly  wider  than  your  face. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

My  organization  has  asked  me  to  do  a 
college  lecture.  I’m  very  excited  at  the 
prospect,  but  I'm  not  sure  how  to  change 
my  makeup  for  daytime.  Any  tips?

Dear  Shari, 

The  best  advice  I can  give  you  is  to  lighten 
up  on  everything.  In  strong  daylight  you  don’t 
need  to  do  as  much  contouring  and  highlight- 
ing as  you  would  at  night.  Your  eyes  don’t 
need  to  be  as  dramatic  either.  You  should  be 
safe  if  you  choose  colors  that  are  warm  and  in 
different  shades  of  brown.  Try  this  combina- 
tion; lemon  yellow  on  the  browbone,  buff  or 
tan  in  the  crease  and  on  the  lid,  and  cocoa 
smudged  at  the  outer  lid  and  under  the  eyes.

Use  a soft  brown  eyeliner  and  smudge  it  so 
there  is  not  a definite  line.  Also,  use  a soft 
brown  mascara.  Lighten  up  your  lips  with  a 
coral  shade  and  use  a rosy  blush.

Unlike  you  there  in  the 
U.S.,  we  in  Europe,  especially  in  France, 
have  very  little  help  and  support.  To  my 
knowledge,  there  are  only  two  associa- 
tions in  all  of  France.  One  called  “Christ 
Liberatuer”  is  run  by  a pastor.  He  sells 
books,  gives  interviews  and  performs 
marriages  between  gays,  all  with  much 
publicity.  It  is  not  very  satisfactory  to 
me.  The  other  one  is  called  the  Associa- 
tion Beaumont  Continental  (ABC)  of 
which  I am  a member.  ABC  counts  a 
hundred  members  scattered  all  over  the 


country,  with  a majority  in  Paris.  They 
have  a bulletin  that  is  published  about 
two  times  a year.  There  is  no  place  run 
by  the  association  so  there  are  no  meet- 
ing in  the  Paris  area.  Contact  with  other 
members  is  difficult  and  a lot,  like  me, 
are  alone.  The  bulletin  also  does  not 
help  with  information  about  where  to 
buy  clothing,  etc.

It  would 
be  great  for  me  to  have  contact  with  you.

And  Can’t  Live  Without  Them?  Veronica  Anderson  Tells  Why!

I have  a definite  Jeckel  and  Hyde  personality 
when  it  comes  to  my  high  heels.  The  Doctor  Jeckel 
in  me  is  a realist.  She  loves  the  fashion  aspect  of  a 
smart  shoe  with  a tall,  slim  heel,  but  her  good  sense 
and  practicality  about  comfort  and  mobility  keep 
her  a little  closer  to  the  ground  than  I would  like. 
She  is  definitely  no  “slave”  to  fashion!  But  on  the 
other  hand,  or  foot,  the  wild-eyed,  wanton  Miss 
Hyde  in  me  is  all  too  happy  to  enslave  herself  to  the 
pleasure  and  pain  of  teetering  in  5 and  6 inch  fuck 
me  footwear!  She’s  a heel  tramp!  She’s  a slut  for 
stilettos!  She’s  crippled  but  delighted,  and  she 
keeps  me  guessing  about  myself. 

Does  this  in  anyway  sound  familiar?  If  you’re 
like  me,  it  should.  I’ve  been  permanently  vexed  by 
my  love  for  high  heels  as  long  as  I can  remember.  In 
some  ways  I can’t  live  with  them,  but  I most  de- 
finitely can’t  live  without  them!  It’s  like  a madcap 
marriage;  the  passionate  throes  of  slipping  into 
your  favorite,  dainty  pumps,  slimming  and  beauti- 
fying your  foot,  forcing  it  into  a delicious  arch  and 
making  you  aware  of  your  entire  posture,  your 
every  step,  but  at  the  same  time  cramping  your 
toes,  cutting  in  to  your  instep,  and  aching  your 
ankles. 

So  why  punish  myself?  I don’t  think  I need  to 
answer  that.  You  know  why,  if  you  have  ever  worn 
heels.  A 5 inch  stiletto,  pushing  your  foot  stylishly 
towards  the  heavens,  flattering  your  foot  in  a 
trendy  style,  is  one  of  the  simplest  and  most  satis- 
fying ways  of  changing  from  him  to  her.  The  sheer 
delight  of  click-clicking  around  on  high  heels,  pre- 
ferably with  seamed  hose,  is  sexy,  sensuous  and 
sintilating.  Just  be  ready  to  massage  the  blood 
back  into  your  toe  afterwards! 

There  are  certainly  pros  and  cons  to  wearing 
high  heels,  as  I’m  sure  you’ve  noticed  by  now.  And 
I’ve  found  that  the  pros  outweigh  the  cons  tenfold 
if  you  consider  three  simple  steps  when  buying  a 
new  pair  of  heels. 

1)  SIZE  & FIT

there  is  one  thing.  HIGH  HEELS  THAT  DON’T 
FIT!  Remember,  we  were  brought  up  in  sneakers, 
loafers  and  other  assorted  low-heeled,  masculine 
footwear.

But  if  you  want  to  be  able  to  walk,  I 
mean  actually  walk  around  like  a normal  human 
being,  without  clenching  your  teeth  or  needing 
training  wheels,  I suggest  you  try  different  heel 
heights  to  find  what  works  for  you  and  still  looks 
tall,  sexy  and  feminine. 

3)  HEEL  SHAPE  & STRENGTH 

In  case  you’ve  forgotten,  most  of  us  “girls”  ain’t 
exactly  103  pounds  and  light  on  our  feet!  The 
bimbo  stilts  you  see  in  the  Frederick’s  catalogue, 
with  a heel  so  high  and  thin  that  it’s  barely  there, 
are  not  what  the  podiatrist  ordered  for  a six  foot 
TV  that  dresses  out  at  190!  Use  your  head.  Choose 
a heel  that  will  support  your  weight.  The  bigger 
you  are,  the  more  that  little  spike  has  to  support.  If 
you  don’t  know  how  to  carry  your  weight  squarely, 
balanced,  and  with  the  emphasis  of  each  step  up 
on  the  ball  of  your  foot,  you’re  liable  to  find  your- 
self in  some  pretty  funny  looking  flats  quicker  than 
you  can  shout  “Look  Out  Below!”.

Why  couture?  Why  all  the  talk  (more  than  1,200 
pages  of  press  coverage,  not  counting  this  column) 
about  the  seasonal  creations  of  22  Paris  fashion 
houses  which  combined  only  have  between  two  and  three  thou- 
sand clients?  Why  all  the  concern  about  clothes  in  the  five- 
figure  price  range?  The  answer  is  both  mundane  and  sublime: 
merchandising  and  art. 

In  a very  real  sense,  haute  couture  is  a metaphor  for  an 
entire  industry  that  deals  with  illusion  and  appearances,  yet 
keeps  a close  eye  on  the  bottom  line.“Couture  is  not  a matter 
of  how  much  you  sell,  but  of  how  much  you  win  back  in  terms 
of  promotion,”  said  Jean-Jacques  Picart,  the  business  partner 
of  Christian  Lacroix.  The  publicity  surrounding  the  seasonal 
shows  in  Paris  “creates  a dynamism,”  he  explained.  “It’s 
impossible  to  make  a profit  with  haute  couture.”  It’s  no  secret, 
then,  that  couture  is  as  much  hype  as  it  is  haute.  So  what 
importance  is  there  in  a $18,000  dress  except  as  a source  for 
dreams  or  for  $6,500  line-for-line  copies  produced  on  Seventh 
Avenue?  This  is  where  art  comes  into  frame. 

Every  season  each  house  produces  beautiful  clothes,  finely 
made  from  the  most  marvelous  of  fabrics.  And  most  seasons, 
this  output  has  more  to  do  with  skill  than  artistic  vision.  Once 
in  a great  while  the  couture  collections  break  free  from  being 
mere  fashion  designs  and  enter  the  realm  of  truth,  at  least  as 
close  to  truth  as  art  can  come.  Fashion  commentators  are 
saying  that  this  was  one  of  those  seminal  years.  And  as 
examples,  they  are  pointing  to  four  couturiers — Lacroix,  Y ves 
Saint  Laurent,  Carl  Lagerfeld  for  the  House  of  Chanel  and 
Valentino,  who  is  generally  considered  an  Italian  designer,  but 
who  captivated  the  Paris  audiences  this  past  summer.  While 


only  a few  thousand  women  will  be  wearing  the  actual  clothes 
shown  on  the  Paris  runways,  the  impact  of  these  four  shows 
will  affect  the  way  women  (and  others)  dress  into  the  next 
decade.  This  is  because  these  collections  will  leave  their  mark 
on  designers  everywhere. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  make  a profit  with  haute  couture 
as  Picart  of  the  House  of  Lacroix  observed,  it  is  possible  to 
make  a reputation.  The  Lacroix  poufs  and  wild  mixing  of 
bright  colors  and  pattern  thrust  the  young  designer’s  name  into 
headlines  around  the  world.  While  his  clothes  were  exciting 
and  fun  to  look  at,  they  were  no  fun  to  wear  and  even  less  fun 
to  cram  into  a closet.  The  collapse  of  the  pouf,  some  thought, 
would  bring  about  the  collapse  of  the  house.  But  with  his  fall 
and  winter  show,  Lacroix  has  managed  to  temper  excitement 
and  opulence  with  precision.  These  are  clothes  for  the  individ- 
ual who  seeks  to  attract  attention  with  a well-turned,  elegant 
(perhaps  surprising)  phrase:  not  with  a shout  or  a shriek.  They 
are  romantic  clothes  in  the  sense  that  romanticism  means  an 
emphasis  on  the  imagination  and  the  emotions.  The  clothes  are 
frankly  sexy,  but  without  the  blatant  eroticism  of,  say,  a Bob 
Mackie  number  for  Cher.  The  Lacroix  mannequins  were 
obviously  aware  of  their  feminine  charms,  but  they  did  not  ad- 
vertise them . They  carried  themselves  in  a way  that  said  “Look, 
but  don’t  touch  (unless  I want  you  to).”  If  Lacroix’s  vision  for 
the  90s  comes  to  pass,  women  who  wish  to  dress  sensually  and 
individually,  but  not  provocatively,  can  do  so  with  style. 

Saint  Laurent,  presented  a collection  that  was  everything 
Lacroix’s  was  and  wasn’t.  While  Lacroix’s  creations  bordered 
on  the  Rococo,  those  of  Saint  Laurent  were  often  Minimalist. 
Or  as  Bemadine  Morris  of  The  New  York  Times  wrote,  “his 
clothes  were  so  relaxed  they  made  the  others  look  overblown.” 
The  Saint  Laurent  collection  for  day  featured  simple  chemises 
(some  of  them  topped  with  shawls  almost  the  size  of  capes)  and 
simple  pants  suits  that  were  clearly  practical  yet  clearly  femi- 
nine. For  evening  wear,  the  Saint  Laurent  models  wore  gowns 
made  of  colorful  metallic  brocades.  Throughout  the  collec- 
tion, the  artist’s  excellent  eye  for  color  was  readily  apparent.  It 
is  a testimony  to  his  artistry  that  while  he  drew  his  inspiration 
from  everything  from  Bavaria  to  Botticelli,  the  collection  was 
forward-looking  rather  than  nostalgic.  If  you  want  to  see  what 
women  will  be  wearing  into  the  next  century,  look  to  Saint 
Laurent.  Look  to  him,  but  don’t  blame  him.  The  1989  pants 
suits  recalled  his  shows  in  the  late  1960s  when  he  first  moved 
the  fashion  world  with  collections  heavy  with  pants.  While  he 
liberated  women  from  skirts,  he  was  also  indirectly  responsible 
for  the  knock-off  pants  suits  and  ensembles  that  form  the  core 
of  the  Lane  Bryant  collection.  Such  is  the  power  of  couture 
even  in  the  “wrong”  hands.  We  live  with  the  results  everyday. 

Interpreting  the  works  of  another  designer  can  be  tricky,  but 
not  for  Karl  Lagerfeld  who  was  hired  by  the  House  of  Chanel 
five  years  ago  to  design  its  couture  collection.  As  Lagerfeld 
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frankly  admits,  he  submerges  his  creativity  into  the  enduring 
personality  of  Coco  Chanel.  But  the  submission  is  not  total. 
Or,  to  quote  Lagerfeld  quoting  Goethe,  “To  make  a better 
future,  you  must  enlarge  elements  of  the  past.”  The  Chanel 
look  is  so  well-known,  so  often  replicated,  that  one  only  has  to 
describe  Lagerfeld’s  latest  departure  from  the  standard.  Jack- 
ets are  less  boxy,  drawn  closed  to  the  waist  and  rounded  over 
the  hips.  Yet  they  still  sport  the  signature  gold  buttons  and 
chains.  Softly  draped  skirts,  this  time  in  a variety  of  lengths, 
hearken  back  to  an  earlier  Chanel.  But  some  jackets  were  long 
enough  to  allow  Lagerfeld  to  dispense  with  a skirt  all  together. 
While  Chanel  herself  was  not  universally  honored  during  a 
creative  career  that  spanned  nearly  five  decades,  her  styles  are 
now  revered.  By  interpreting  the  Chanel  cannon  with  tradi- 
tional couture  chic,  wit,  whimsy  and  a bit  of  abandon,  Lager- 
feld has  secured  his  place  for  the  following  decades. 

Traditionally,  there  have  been  four  fashion  centers;  Paris  is 
clearly  in  the  lead  followed  by,  in  order  of  national  preference, 
New  York,  Italy  and  London.  Until  very  recently,  each  had  its 
own  special  forte.  But  those  specialized  reputations  have 
begun  to  fall  apart  with  the  successful  Paris  showings  by  Italian 
designers,  most  notably  V alentino  Garavani.  At  the  close  of  his 
second  showing,  critics  were  placing  him  in  the  pantheon  with 
SaintLaurentandChanel.  And  just  as  SaintLaurent  broke  new 
ground  20  years  ago  with  his  pants  suits,  Valentino  may  have 
given  fashion  a new  frame  of  reference  in  terms  of  decorative 
patterns  and  fabrics.  Instead  of  florals  and  plaids,  almost  eve- 
rything in  the  Valentino  collection — from  sweaters  to  ball 
gowns — bore  bold  geometric  designs  inspired  by  the  early 
years  of  the  Modernism  movement  that  predated  yet  antici- 
pated Art  Deco.  But  like  Saint  Laurent  and  Lagerfeld, 
Valentino  is  not  a slave  to  the  past.  Nor  was  he  different  just 
for  the  sake  of  being  different.  While  his  clothes  were  Modern- 
istic in  decoration,  they  were  ultra  modem  in  line.  Another 
vision  for  the  future  was  contained  in  his  “double”  coats, 
jackets,  and  capes.  Often  designed  to  combine  the  best  quali- 
ties of  the  two  individual  layers  of  different  fabrics,  such  as  the 
double-faced  cashmere  fleece  and  knitted  capes,  some  of  the 
clothes  also  proved  to  be  totally  reversible  for  a dramatic 
change  from  day  to  evening.  This  is  not  a new  idea,  but 
Valentino  made  it  work  in  a chic  manner. 

There  are  more  than  a score  haute  couture  houses,  and  each 
presented  a collection.  Add  to  those  the  out  of  town  designers 
for  whom  a Paris  show  is  more  of  an  ego  trip,  and  there  were 
literally  thousands  of  dresses,  suits  and  gowns  hawked  from 
the  runways.  But  the  majority  were  simply  pretty  clothes. 

**  **  ife 

One  trend  from  the  Paris  runways  that  has  jumped  the 
Atlantic  is  the  fling — a large  wrap  worn  around  the  shoulders 
with  just  about  everything  from  sweaters  and  pants  to  outer- 
wear and  evening  gowns.  Naturally,  the  fabric  and  line  varies 
with  the  basic  ensemble:  cashmere  or  wool  for  day,  velvet, 
satin  or  fur  for  evening.  This  versatility  makes  them  the  perfect 
way  to  give  a new  touch  to  a classic  dress  or  suit  that  still  has 
many  wearings  left.  Just  remember  that  this  year,  flings  work 
best  when  they  blend  in  with  the  ensemble.  But  whatever  they 


are  made  of  and  whenever  they  are  worn,  the  new  flings  must 
be  large — sometimes  even  oversize — to  underscore  their  role 
as  more  than  an  accessory. 

Wearing  the  new  flings  that  can  be  as  big  as  a blanket  takes 
a certain  knack,  not  to  mention  a certain  aplomb.  But  then 
again,  clutching  daintily  at  a wrap  has  a certain  feminine  grace 
if  first  practiced  in  front  of  a mirror.  Those  who  don’t  like 
constantly  fussing  with  their  clothes  are  urged  to  wear  flings 
made  of  wool  or  knitted  cashmere,  Calvin  Klein’s  fabric  of 
choice. 

**  **  ** 

Another  tip  from  the  Paris  shows  for  a sophisticated  look, 
is  the  snood.  Webster  defines  a snood  as  a bag  for  holding  the 
hair.  That  definition  is  an  insult  to  the  many  French  women 
who  were  seen  at  this  season’s  shows  with  their  coiffure  falling 
gently  at  the  neck  neatly  contained  in  a gossamer  web  of  silk. 

Like  many  lost  arts,  wearing  a snood  requires  some  lessons. 
Your  hairstyle  must  be  the  type  that  would  normally  require  a 
headband  across  the  crown.  Otherwise  you’ll  look  like  you  are 
wearing  a hairnet  to  conform  with  health  department  regula- 
tions. Slip  the  snood  over  the  hair  cascading  from  the  top  and 
back  of  the  head.  Secure  the  snood  with  two  hair  pins  at  the  top 
of  the  head.  Cover  the  hairpins  with  a tied  ribbon  around  the 
head  with  a flat  bow  on  top. 

Even  harder  that  wearing  asnood  will  be  finding  them  in 
stores.  The  aforementioned  hairnet  will  do,  but  be  sure  it 
matches  your  hair  color.  Snoods  in  bolder  textures  and  colors 
for  evening  wear  may  be  impossible  to  buy  here  until  Bergdoff 
Goodman  debuts  its  snood  collection  later  this  fall.

If  you  have  a hankering  for  designer  clothes  but  rely  on 
mail  order  to  complete  your  feminine  wardrobe,  take  heart;  this 
year  the  Spiegel  catalog  offers  more  designer  clothes  than  ever 
before. 

When  it  first  introduced  designer  clothes  in 
1984,  both  designers  and  customers  were  slow  to 
pick  up  on  the  concept.  But  when  fashions  be- 
came more  realistic,  the  sales  boomed.  Clothes 
by  Ralph  Lauren,  Anne  Klein,  Donna  Karan, 

Adrienne  Vittadini  and  others  now  account  for 
10  percent  of  Spiegel’s  sales  of  women’s  ap- 
parel.

While  make  up  continues  to  move  toward  the 
natural,  neutral  look,  there  is  one  bit  of  artifice  tha 
most  crossdressers  will  require — properly  shaped 
eyebrows  produced  either  by  tweezing  or  waxing. 

If  you  have  been  wanting  to  get  your  brows  waxed, 
but  were  afraid  to  go  to  a salon  for  fear  people  would 
point  at  you  in  wonderment,  here’s  good  news.  Lia 
Schorr,  New  York  skin  care  expert,  reports  that  20 
percent  of  her  male  clients  are  getting  their  eyebrows 
waxed  nowadays.  That’s  double  from  last  year. 

“Men  with  brows  too  thick  want  them  shaped 
a bit,”  she  says.  “When  I started  in  this  business 
eight  years  ago,  only  a handful  asked

LadyLike:  Tell  us  a little  about  Danielle. 

Danielle  M:  I am  a transvestite, 
heterosexual,  and  have  been  crossdressing 
most  of  my  life.  My  goal  in  dressing  is  to 
project  the  image  of  a sensual,  erotic  and 
desirable  woman,  so  I use  makeup,  very  high 
heels  and  corsetry  to  achieve  that  goal.  Along 
with  being  a TV  I am  also  a professional 
photographer.  This  has  allowed  me  to 
photograph  other  TVs,  TV  groups  and  some  of 
the  world’s  most  beautiful  transsexuals.  I get 
a great  deal  of  pleasure  not  only  from  my  own 
dressing  but  also  from  viewing  others  that 
have  crossed  the  dividing  line  between  the 
masculine  and  feminine  worlds. 

LL:  Do  you  have  any  childhood  memories 
about  dressing ? 

DM:  When  I was  very  small,  about  age 


three,  I remember  playing  with  my  older 
sister’s  clothes,  things  that  she  had  given  me. 
Money  was  scarce  and  I had  to  amuse  myself 
with  things  at  hand.  My  sister  would  give  me 
her  soft  kidskin  gloves  and  silky  pieces  of 
cloth.  I remember  thrilling  to  the  touch  of 
leather  and  silken  fabrics.  I believe  that  this 
was  the  beginnings  of  my  fascination  with 
feminine  attire.  Those  gloves  my  sister  gave 
me  made  a major  impact  on  me.  Now  I wear 
custom-made  shoulder  length  leather  gloves 
as  a matter  of  practice.  The  feel  is  simply 
delicious. 

LL:  We're  sure  that  many  readers  can 
identify  with  your  early  memories.  Lots  of  us 
“borrowed”  clothes  from  a sister  or  our  mother. 

DM:  Indelibly  etched  on  my  mind  is  the  way 
that  my  mother  would  dress.  She  would

always  wear  very  high  heels.  She  was  a very 
attractive  woman  and  she  continued  to  wear 
high  heels  until  she  had  reached  her  late 
sixties.  She  had  a large  collection  of  shoes. 
Frequently  she  would  add  to  it  and  discard 
shoes  she  no  longer  wanted  via  the  Goodwill 
box  or  Salvation  Army.  This  became  my  first 
and  most  important  source  of  high  heels.  My 
mother  also  wore  sheer,  silky  stockings  and 
corsets. 

LL:  Some  would  say  you  were  very  lucky  to 
have  such  a sensuous , sexy  mother.  We’ll  bet 
you  couldn’t  stay  out  of  her  closet.  We  know  we 
wouldn’t.  Did  you  ever  get  caught  ? 

DM:  I would  make  frequent  trips  into  her 
closet  and  wear  her  highest  heeled  shoes 
while  she  was  out  shopping. 

One  incident  threatened  to  stop  my 
activities  altogether.  My  parents  announced 
they  were  going  shopping  one  afternoon.  As 
soon  as  they  left  I was  into  Mom’s  closet  and  to 


my  delight  I found  a new  pair  of  spike  heeled 
sandals.  The  shoe  had  lots  of  straps  and 
buckles  and  the  highest  heel  yet.  I got  the 
shoes  on  and  started  walking  around  the 
house.  I got  very  aroused. 

The  next  thing  I knew  I heard  the  car  pull  in 
the  driveway.  I fumbled  to  get  the  buckles  and 
straps  undone  but  they  were  too  tight.  I 
realized  I was  about  to  be  caught,  so  I hid 
under  the  bed.  Mother  called  to  me  but  I didn’t 
answer  her.  My  mother,  failing  to  find  me 
anywhere,  looked  under  the  bed  and  there  I 
was,  red  with  embarrassment,  wearing  her 
shoes!  I was  mortified. 

She  asked  me  what  I was  doing  under  there. 
I mumbled  some  feeble  words  about  curiosity 
and  her  strange  shoes.  Then,  to  my  horror,  she 
called  my  father  in  to  view  his  son. 

But  my  initial  embarrassment  passed  when 
she  knelt  to  unfasten  the  tight  buckles  and 
straps.  I felt  her  nylons  rubbing  against  me.  I 
smelled  her  perfume.  And,  for  the  first  time,  I

I was  never  the  same  after  that.  Within  a 
few  weeks  I tried  on  a garter  belt  and 
stockings.  They  added  much  to  the  sensual 
feeling  of  the  stiletto  heels.  I never  wore  heels 
without  stockings  after  that  and  I rapidly 
plunged  into  the  whole  world  of  feminine 
attire.  I wore  her  corsets,  her  dresses,  jewelry 
and  later  her  makeup. 

LL:  Were  you  like  other  young  TVs?  Did  you 
start  to  “collect” your  own  clothing  items? 

DM:  Yes,  I would  sort  through  mother’s 
Goodwill  donations  before  they  left  the  house. 
I would  take  the  choicest  items  for  myself. 
Then  I would  take  a pair  of  stockings  from 
mother’s  large  collection.  The  items  were 
never  missed  and  I was  thrilled  to  have  my 
own  feminine  wardrobe.  It  would  keep  me 
happy  for  hours.  We  had  a den/playroom  over 
our  garage  and  here  I would  hide  my 
treasures.  I dressed  when  everyone  was  gone

and  it  was  safe.  I was  probably  between  the 
ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen  at  the  time.  I kept 
dressing  right  through  high  school. 

LL:  What  happened  when  you  finally  moved 
out?  What  about  college  and  later ? 

DM:  College  life  was  a problem  for  me  in 
terms  of  my  dressing.  I shared  an  apartment 
with  a roommate  and  this  infringed  on  my 
freedom  to  dress.  I was  very  frustrated.  I was 
also  very  fussy  about  the  women  I would  date. 
They  had  to  wear  very  high  heels  and  tight 
fitting  dresses  or  I wasn’t  interested.  The 
women  who  dressed  like  this  seemed  to 
become  fewer  as  I grew  older. 

After  college  I spent  three  years  in  the 
military  but  only  the  first  year  kept  me  away 
from  my  spikes.  In  the  second  year  of  service 
I was  sent  to  Southeast  Asia  and  found  more 
freedom  than  I thought  possible. 
Crossdressing  is  an  ancient  ritual  over  there. 
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In  almost  every  country,  from  Thailand  to  the 
Philippines,  there  are  very  exotic 
transvestites  and  transsexuals  that  would 
put  American  women  to  shame. 

In  the  Orient  I found  that,  when  not  on  duty, 
I could  visit  clubs  that  were  frequented  by 
other  TVs  and  felt  very  at  ease.  I found  this  to 
be  an  exciting  experience  to  dress  totally  en- 
femme  and  be  out  in  the  open. 

LL:  Then , your  tour  in  the  service  ended  up 
with  your  “coming  out”  so  to  speak.  What  do 
you  see  in  your  future  for  Danielle ? 

DM:  I came  out  of  the  closet  more  and  more 
as  I met  these  “ladies”  of  the  Orient  and  I 
began  to  realize  that  TVs  and  TSs  are  not  all 
that  different  from  the  general  population  in 
terms  of  their  sexual  appetites.  More  and 
more  as  time  goes  on,  the  public  is  being 
educated  as  to  the  true  nature  of  the  TV  and 
TS  communities,  much  as  they  have  been 
educated  about  the  gay  culture.  I am  very

happy  to  be  able  to  write  articles  like  this  one, 
dress  when  I wish  and  to  be  able  to  meet  others 
that  enjoy  the  same  activities  I find  so 
stimulating. 

Much  of  my  time  now  is  taken  up  with  photo 
sessions  of  TV  or  TS  friends.  In  my  future  I see 
a never  ending  parade  of  nylon  clad  legs, 
perched  upon  tall,  sexy,  high  heels. 

For  me,  the  world  is  a delightful  place,  full 
of  beautiful  bodies,  spike  heels,  corseted 
figures,  erotic  art,  makeup  and  sensual 
experiences  too  numerable  to  mention.  Many, 
many  people  in  this  community  have  helped 
me  to  become  more  comfortable  with  myself 
and,  in  turn,  I have  tried  to  help  others  as  well.

Drag  is  a man  playing  little  boy  playing 
little  girl  dress  up.  Charles  Bush  has 
taken  the  art  of  female  impersonation 
to  heights  that  few  others  have  achieved  in 
theatrical  history.  All  of  the  females  that  Mr. 
Bush  has  portrayed  are  spoofs  on  the  less  im- 
personated women.  He  does  not  portray  the 
standard  line  like  Mae  West,  Marilyn 
Monroe,  and  the  others  that  plague  current 
drag  shows. 

Mr.  Bush  paces  the  presentations  of  his 
new  plays  very  carefully  so  as  to  not  inundate 
the  theater  going  public  with  his  wit.  Every- 
thing he  does  is  well  planned  and  this  is 
evident  in  his  work  as  an  actor  and  play- 
wright. His  latest  play  that  was  at  the  W.P.  A. 
Theater  opened  only  after  the  closing  of 
“Psycho  Beach  Party”  and  served  a a tryout 
for  yet  another  camp  creation  by  the  master 
of  the  outrageous. 

Theater  In  Limbo  began  as  an  outlet  for  the 
creative  works  of  Mr.  Bush  and  his  love  of 
performing.  Never  being  content  with  the 
plays  of  others,  he  seized  upon  the  idea  of 
creating  his  own  characters  and  avoiding  the 
middleman — commonly  know  as  the  play- 
wright. His  character  creations  take  us  back 
to  the  old  ‘B’  rated  films  that  exploited  the 
fake  glamour  of  the  3Q’s  and  4Q’s.

since  on  the  face  of  it,  it  is  fun,  but  under- 
neath it  is  a very  organized  and  tightly  closed 
group  of  genius  quality  people. 

The  financial  stability  of  Theater  In  Limbo 
permits  them  to  produce  more  works  by  its 
stable  of  actors/writers.  During  1988  they 
have  presented  such  works  as  “Sex  Slave”, 
“Lip- synching”,  and  “Lady  In  Question”. 
Each  new  work  is  more  outlandish  and  camp 
than  the  previous  one  and  it  becomes  almost 
a game  of  topping  the  previous  show!  Limbo 
has  become  the  equivalent  of  the  Red  Group 
of  the  2Q’s  and  30’s  in  that  they  both  poke  fun 
at  the  established  and  explore  new  avenues 
of  adventure  in  the  Off-Off  Broadway  genre.

Mr.  Bush  may  well  be  on  his  way  to  becom- 
ing the  next  Neil  Simon.  He  turns  out  come- 
dies and  more  serious  works  with  constant 
merit.  His  play  ‘"Vampire  Lesbians  of  Sodom” 
has  been  produced  in  other  cities  and  “Psycho 
Beach  Party”  had  a run  in  Germany.  I wonder 
how  Chicklet  did  with  a German  accent? 

“Vampire  Lesbians”  has  been  in  a state  of 
rigor  mortis  as  far  as  its  being  produced  as  a 
film  in  that  nothing  has  really  transpired 
other  than  conferences  and  a few  contracts. 
This  work,  as  well  as  all  of  Mr.  Bush’s,  would 
lose  something  in  being  translated  onto  film 
for  I am  certain  that  the  film  would  camp  it  to 
death.

Were  it  not  for  its 
deadly  dangers, 
what  Irma  could

was  a vision  of  great  beauty. 
The  summer  green  of  thick 
grass  stalks  was  so  much  more 
profound,  and  almost  day 
glow  in  its  luminosity.  Each 
plant’s  color  was  working  hard 
on  photosynthesis,  and  shades 
of  motion  flickered  thorough 
their  stem  cores.  The  soil  was 
alight  with  the  sun’s  refraction 
off  its  gritty  crystal  elements, 
and  a snail  trail  looked  like  a 
shining  highway  of  jewels  and 
precious  metals.

The  leaf  was  dipping  with 
suspension,  like  a trampoline, 
then  suddenly  it  upturned 
enough  for  her  to  see  the  huge 
jaws  of  the  ladybird  that  was 
devouring  her  aphid-cousin, 
alive.  Irma  just  let  go  and 
dropped,  landing  near  the 
worms  record  of  existence, 
feeling  it  cave  in  under  her,  but 
she  was  up  and  running.  Run- 
ning wildly,  heart  pounding, 
mind  overtaking  her. 

“I’m  human...  resourceful  at 
any  size,  the  commander  of 
this  planet  at  present,  no  mat- 
ter what.  Under  God... God 
help  me...  odd  how  the  mind 
runs. .run,  run,  run,  get  out  of 
my  way.. .come  on  you 
damned  predators,  come  and 
get  me,  but  you’d  better  watch 
out.. .better  be  fast  before  I find 
a weapon...”  Then  her  breath- 
ing began  to  labor  and  she

mind  crashing  into  an  abstract 
design  of  careless  single  pur- 
pose. “Win,  win,  win,  win, 
win...  the  indomitable 
human. ..win,  win,  win...”

She  overrun  by  seven  paces 
before  she  dared  stop  to  look 
down  at  the  hard  surface  that 
had  replaced  soil.

A few  paces 
put  her  directly  under  one  of 
them,  and  in  that  shade  she 
could  look  up,  without  the  sun 
blinding  her  (for  at  her  height, 
here  was  no  blue  sky  to  the 
day.)  Irma  hoped  from  this,  to 
try  to  tell  who  was  who,  maybe 
glimpse  some  shape  of  face, 
then  if  she  recognized  one,  to 
cling  onto  her  somewhere  and 
travel  to  some  familiar  place 
maybe,  to  get  back  to  Sherry. 
She  fought  to  focus.  But  with 
sadness  realized  that  under  the 
canopy  of  a skirt  she  would 
never  see  so  much  as  a tip  of 
chin,  though  near  leg  was  dis- 
torted and  upper  leg  and  the 
line  of  underwear  was  lewdly 
apparent. 

“My  God.  Here  I am,  turn- 
ing female,  loosing  sexual  in- 
terest, shrinking  away  and  I,  of 
all  people,  have  the  upshot- 
view  that  every  dirty  old  man 
who  ever  wrote  into  a smut- 
mag  ever  dreamer  of.. .you’ve 
got  to  laugh,  or  you’d  cry.” 

She  couldn’t  even  deter- 
mine genital  status,  to  tell  if 
these  were  wombed-sisters  or 
male-women.  Though  vague 
temperature  colors  which 
swirled  around  the  gussets 
gave  imaginative  clues  to 
states  of  mind. ..or  of  instinct. 
Sexual  arousal  is  an  instinct, 
before  it  ever  reaches  the 
mind,  well,  perhaps,  for  those 


with  the  choice  of  both.  For 
Irma,  with  her  hormones 
changing,  it  was  only  a mem- 
ory out,  at  least  a human  con- 
tact in  a land  that  time  forgot 
such  as  science  fiction 
couldn’t  fashion. 

If  she  remained  where  she 
was,  there  would  be  urgent 
priorities;  food,  shelter  and  a 
weapon  before  dark  set  in  and 
with  it,  a shift-change  in 
predators.  Despite  the  human 
knowledge  she  had  of  it,  in 
these  environs  she  was  greatly 
disadvantaged,  and  decided  to 
opt  for  the  chance  of  an  escape, 
to  somewhere  she  knew  some- 
thing about,  - indoors.  Irma 
climbed  up  the  heel  of  a shoe, 
grasping  an  ornate  buckle  and 
finding  a grip  on  a strap. ..just 
as  the  leg  began  to  move. 

Each  swing  made  a drop  in 
her  tummy  like  the  sensation 
of  rising  over  a humpback 
bridge  in  a car,  each  stepfall 
was  a jolt,  but  she  learned  the 
rhythm. ..until  it  quickened 
unexpectedly,  and  her  grip 
became  precarious.  The 
woman  seemed  to  be  covering 
ground  towards  the  house,  and 
the  noisy  clatter  of  others 
joined  her.
